Disgruntled Men Ask 40 Cents an 


Hour and Double Time Sunday 
—Pay is $80 to $100 a Month 


- On top of the resignation of two 
. policemen at the last regular meet- 


ing of the city council for the year, 
yesterday afternoon, four employes 
'of the city water, fight and power 
plant attempted to cripple the water 
and light service of Bnshville by 
striking when they were refused 
more money, but the council and 
Superintendent A. T. Mahin were 
prepared for the emergency and 
the plant was running as usual to- 
day, short only one man. 


The four disgruntled men walked 


'out when informed late yesterday 
afternoon that the city council de- 
cided their demands for more money 
could not be granted, hare Ibeen 
receiving from $SO to $100 a month, 
having been granted recently a raise 
of $5 a mouth. They demanded 
forty cents an hour and double time 
on Sunday. 


Engineers and firemen have been 


working three shifts of eight hours 
each, but the loyal emplo3-es who 
refused io strike immediately agreed 
to work twelve hoar shifts until the 
emergency passed and in this man- 


• nor the'plant was kept running dur- 
j'JHS'.thc night. Two men who-were- 


working on the new addition, to the 
plant, left their jobs and went in as 
firemen, and a new man was em- 
ployed todny. 


City Councilman 
Chase Mauzy, 


'chairman of the water and light 
committee,

could not afford to meet the de-i 
mands which the engineers and fire- 
men asked because it would have 
meant an additional outlay of $2,- 
500 a year, which would have made 
necessary an increase in the water 
and light rates.

The enumeration of farms will be 


lompleted within thirty days. '^ 


The censuses of manufacturers, 


nines and quarries, 
oil and gas, 


wells, and forestry and forest pro- 
ductions will, as a rule, be taken by 
special agents and by correspond- 
3nce, and not by enumerators. 


The census is the,me'ans Iby which 


the government ascertains the in- 
areases in the population, the sta- 
tistics concerning agriculture, and 
the -vital information concerning the 
resources of the nation. 


The census inquiries are defined 


by act of congress. 


The information gathered is strict- 


ly confidential, made so by law. 


Census information can not under 


any triremnstanees %e used as a 'ba- 
sis for' taxation, nor can it be .used 
to harm any pea-son or his property. 


It has nothing whatever to do with 


detection arrest, prosecution, or 
punishment of any person for any 
violation of any law.

The most dangerous work under- 


taken by the men of any of the 
world's navies has been completed. 
The Mine 
Sweeping Detachment, 


under Bear Admiral Joseph Strauss 
returned from the North Sea 
on 


•November 20th, and, was welcomed 
at New York City with three days 
of celebration, ending -witi a review 
by Secretary Daniels, a banquet at 
the Hotel Astor, and a night at the 
big New York theatres. Nothing -was 
too good for these men who have 
just completed six months' work in 
the most difficult task of the -war. • 


The United States startled the 


world when she said she could, and 
would, lay' a mine barrage across 
the North Sea, from Norway to 
Scotland, a real death trap for the 
German submarines of 55,000 mines. 
She amazed the world when she did 
it.. 
. 
. " . 


But great "as tbis^ accomplishment) 


was,.it was.fairly safe work eonj- 
jared-'with taking the mines up af- 
ter the Armistice. The Admiralty 
of Great Britain' said it was 
an 


impossible task and a foolhardy 
one. In picking up the mines she 
laid, ._nglish employed special men, 
paying them large bonuses, and, al- 
though she had only one fourth the 
number to pick up, a much longer 
time was taken to do it. 


The U. S. Mine Sweeping Detifeh- 


ment went at 
their job with-the 


American punch that helped to put 
Over so many other surprises -in 
the great war,% and within the al- 
lotted time, before October 1-st, the 
last mine was picked Up and the-lit- 
tle vessels headed for home. 


The work was tremendously dan- 


gerous., "Eleven men lost their lives 
in making the seas' safe,,and many 
others were injured; One trawler 
was sunk and several towed to port 
in a sinking condition, saved only 
by the superhuman efforts of the 
men. The constant storms of the 
North Sea made even ordinary nav- 
igation difficult, 
and small ships 


were necessary for this work. 


The little vessels bounced along 


over the heavy waves, each pair 
with a sweep-wire stretched between, 
them to cut loose 
the anchored 


There 
was no way to tell 


when they would happen on a float- 
ing mine already torn adrift by the 
seas. The mines exploded spontan- 
eously in many cases; once when 
trawler was directly above, and- a 
other times when only a few fee 
distant.

. .The sub-chasers, "wonderful lit- 
tle canoes" Secretary Daniels calls 
them, followed the trawler with men 
at machine guns, crack rifle shots, 
to sink the unexploded mines thai 
were swept up. 


Watchfulness, keen eyesight, and 


alertness :for every second, was the 
price of safety, aboard these ves- 
sels. The men could not.wait, for 
orders in many cases; it was nec- 
essary to act. arid act at once.'in- 
itiative was essential. These sailors 
delivered the goods. The promises 
of the U. 18.
